alized, we feel that justice demands a few passing 
remarks on the report be anade, as public as the 
report isei. 

First, the Commitiee ‘make known to the public 
that they bave received a Pewuon from Mr. French 
and others;ihat they have ‘impartially examined 
the nature and grounds of their complaints and 
have decided unanimously that the request of the 
peulioners should wot be granted.’ Perhaps the 
decision was wise and judicious ; but, to prove to 
the public how auuch their wise decision was appre- 
ciated by the inhabitants ef the District, we will 
merely state tat there are thirty four scholars be- 
longing to the Centre Diswict now auending the 
private school taught by Rev. A. KB. Wheeler, most 
of which number would have undoubtedly attend- 
ed the District School had their pareuts been satis- 
fied of the competency of Mr. Greene us a teacher. 

In these remarks we would not be understood 
to say that Mr. Greene’s iierary acquirements are 
not sufficient, but we believe that he is not compe- 
tent to impart kuowledge and Jearning to the scliol- 
ars. We have come to this conclusion by keeping 
a watchful eye over, and examining our children, 
and cannot discern that they have made any im- 
provement in **valuable learning or other things 
that are excellent and praiseworthy.” 

Secondly, “the Commitiee deeply regret the spirit 
of disaffection which has manifested itself in the 
District, etc.” Have they shown their sincerity to 
their profession of dep regrel2 We suy they have 
not. Lad the Committee been unanimous in their 
deep regret, they would huve endeavored to quell 
the -spurt-of disaffection, rather than to add fuel to 


that spirtt by sustaimimg the cause at the expense of 


the District, and the «dissatisiaction of a large por- 
tion of the parents who.send their children to the 
&chool although they did not sign the Petition, 
Have the majority of the Conumittee made apparent 
a disposition to quiet the disaffection? Witess 
the slur they mtended to heap upou the Petitioners 
(“as is-usual in such cases”) for want of better ar- 
guments, in presenting “ the following facts.” First, 
tke majority evidently intended that the petitioners 
should appear in the eyes ef the public as incapa- 
ble of kuowing whether their children were im- 
proving or not, simply because “none of the pe- 


utioners have ever visited the school to see for! 


themselves the practical working of the system, or 
to observe the mauagemeut, etc.” We would say 
tothe majority that from the testimony of our chil- 
dren, in whose veracity we cun place our utmost 
confidence, we may be betier acquainted with the 
regulations of the school than one, “if not more.” 
who occasionally calls into the school and spends 
one or two leisure hours, apparently caring but 
litte for the general improvement of the scholars, 
provided his own individual purpose is progressing. 
We have the t& stimony of many, and out of the 
mouths of many wituesses the truth shall be estab- 


lished. As to the “ practical working of the sys- 


tem,” the chairman of the Committee stated to the | 


petitioners, on the evening they met at the Gram- 


~ &..1 ’ . - ' ‘ ay Bees 
Greene the Committee did not fully understand, 
but it having been recommended from some high 
cuthority they were willing to try the experiment 
and thus test its utility. 

Now, if they cannot fully understand the system, 
is it Consistent to suppose that the petitioners would 
be better able to understand it by visiting the 
school ? We answer no. We believe the only 
sure method for us to “test the utility” of the sys- 
tem, regulations, etc, ix to examine our children 
thoroughly, and if we are satisfied that they have 
made no improvement, we feel justified in com- 
plaining of the incompetency of the teacher, or, of 
his system, regulations, ete. 

In the last sentence of the second paragraph, the 
majority inform us that “the Conmnittee have ob- 
tained satisfactory evidence that these reports are 
Here the najority make it appear that 
the petitioners have been guilty of preferring re- 
ports that are untrue, having received all their in- 
formation from their children. We again say that 
we can place entire confidence in the veracity of 
our children, had we no other proof that the re- 
ports were correct. From whom do the Commit- 
tee obtain the “satisfactory evidence” ?—was it 
from Mr. Greene or his protector ? 

Inthe third paragraph the majority say, “the 
Commitice are happy to bear testimony to the gen- 
eral progress of the school in valuable learning 
and other things that are excellent and praisewor- 
thy.” If they have discovered such facts we are 
inclined to believe their examinations were made 
through a magnifier of no ordinary power. 

Finally, the Committee believe it to be a duty 
which they owe to the inhabitants of the District 
and to Mr, Greene, to sustain him in that station in 
which the District have placed him. The petitioners 
have reasons to believe that one member of the 


incorrect.” 


Committee done more than the District to place | 


Mr. Greene in his station, and they hope that the 
inhabnants of the town will consider it a dutv. 
hereafter, to clect such men for their Genera 
School Committee as will not quietly allow the 
money appropriated for Schooling to be squander- 
ed away on incompetent Pedagogues.

And more remarkable still, the pecu- 
liarities of the climate and seasons have not 
presented their anticipated obstacles, and the 
very elements have been made to minister io 
our aid—the ‘ fortune of war’ (so called) has 
been uninterruptedly with us-—crowning with 
eminent success all our plans and battles, and 
consummating the campaign in our possession 
of this capital of Mexico. Say then, ye oppugn- 
ers of Providence—-ye advocates of blind 
chance, can aught but the admission of a pur- 
pose in the mind of the great Disposer of events 
who holds the very winds ip his fist, account 
for such marvellous uniformity ? 

Then, further, to see the hand of God in all 
this, let us consider that in all our principal 
battles, we have Been greatly outnumbered by 
the enemy, who nevertheless instead of making 
attack, Bes awaited it from us, and that too in 
positions selected and fortified, so as greatly to 
increase his power of resistance, yet all in vain. 
Well might our foe be astonished at our daring 
with such diminutive forces, to penetrate so 
far into the interior of a country, inhabited by 


at least seven millions of people—at our ven- 
luring to march so far from the sea board, 
thereby encountering the great difficulty of 


keeping open our communications with the 
places whence our reinforcements and supplies 
were to be drawn; and how greatly that as- 
tonishment must have been increased, when 
they saw us, with forces so apparently inade- 
quate to the object, abandon that very commu- 
nication, those reinforcements and supplies, 
and with a hardihood, which can only find a 
parallel in the army of Cortez, trust to our 
stout hearts and strong arms in forcing our sub- 
sistance from themselves. it only remained 
that their emotions should mount to the wonder 
which now possesses them, when in despite 
of all these disadvantages added to our defi- 
ciency in heavy artillery —(since supplied from 
their own superabundance at Contreras and 
C burubusco,) we forced our way into the very 
heart of a country so capable of defence by 
passes and defiles that 1t seemed to bid defi- 
ance to all skill and numbers!

The sensi- 
bility of the nervous system becomes less and 
less acute under the same existing cause; and 
atthe moment when their friends think them 
in the greatest distress, they are more at ease

much the most to be pitied, not for the loss of a 


friend,but for the sympathizing anguish. Those

Then 
why crowd the chiid through mental labor 
enough to enervate those who have reached 
maturity ? 

It will save time as well as health, to delay 
the school day until the child have acquired 
vigor of frame sufficient to tax the powers 0 
the mind. It will acquire much valuable in- 
formation from the book of nature. She un- 
folds her pages and exhibits the sublimest 
\traths ever contemplated by man, in myriads 
of forms, each of which is more attractive as 
\the admiring learnver progresses. Habits of 
lobservation are formed, the sensibilities are 
| improved, and the mind is strengthened by the 
‘unrestrained intercourse children have with 
nature.

In view of the importance of our public schools 
and the expense incurred by the town in support- 
| ing them, the Committee have felt the responsibili- 
ty resting upon them in the discharge of duties to 
which they were appoiuted. In pertorming those 
duties, they may not have given satisfaction to all, 
}(nor was this perhaps to be expected under all the 
circumstances in which they have been called to 
jact,) but they have endeavored carefully to guard 
|and promote the interests of the schools ; and are 
| now prepared to make a true and faithful report of 

their condition. In doing this, they ask leave to 
notice more particularly than in former years, the 
excellencies and deficiencies of the several Schools, | 
|in the order in which they were examined. 


North District. 


This District has but one school. The whole 
number of scholars attending it is filty seven. Av- 
erage attendance during the last quarter, thirty 
seven. The general appearance of this school at 
| the last examination, was far from being satisfucto- 
ry tothe Committee. This was in a great meas- 
ure owing to a change of teachers, which took 
place, unfortunately, just as the school began to 
exhibit signs of improvement. Mr. Cheever who 
taught the latter part of the year, labored bard, but 
was not successtul in his efforts to promote that 
jimprovement. The order of the school was deci- 
| dedly bad. The scholars appeared idle, and very 
much wanting in interest in their studies. Hence 
the school is very backward, with few exceptions, 
in reading, arithinetic, grammar, and geography ; 
and as a whole far behind the other scloels in 
this town. 


Quincy Point District. 
In this District there are two schools. 
mary school has been taught during the year by

present teacher, tt has risen rapidly to this eleva- 
tion, and presents evidence of most pleasant rela- 
tion between her and her pupils. The school ex-

struction in other branches of learning. It eontains 
sixty six pupils. Average attendance fifty five. 

The Grammar School in this District is taught 
by Mr. Newcomb, whose ability and faithfulness as 
a teacher are clearly discerned in the progress of 
his pupils during the past year. 
tains one hundred scholars. Average attendance 
seventy six and two-thirds. Their “appearance in 
geography, arithmetic, penmanship, and map-draw- 
ing, was very good. Yo this latter useful exercise, 
much attention has been given ; and the specimens 
exhibited were skillfully and tastefully executed. 
Considerable improvement had also been made in 
reading, and the examination in other branches of 
study showed that they had been duly attended to. 
, The school exhibited an appearance of great activi- 
|ty and industry, combined with kind feelings be- 
tween the teacher and his pupils, which was man- 
ifested at the close of the examination in a very 
neat and appropriate manner. The improvement 
|in the schovls of this district, is fully equally to that 
}of any others in town. 

West District. 
The Primary department in this District contains 
| eighty six scholars. Average atiendance filty seve. 
This school under the charge of Miss Ela, was, du- 
ring the first part of the year, very dull and back- 
jward. By ber faithful labors during the vear, a 
| better state of things has been produced. ‘The or- 
| der of the school was good, and the improvement 
lin reading and spelling exhibited at the closing ex- 
amination, was equal to the expectations of the 
Committee. 
| The Intermediate school in this district, taught 
by Miss Whiting, contains seventy seven pupils. 
| Average attendance filty seven. The Committee of 
} last year found this school in a very low state ; the 
| Committee of the present year find that state much 
| improved. The exertions of the present teacher 
have been very successful. The order of the 
| school has been good, and the examination in read- 
|ing aud spelling was very satisfactory. In geogra- 
| phy and artthmetic, the school is still backward, 
}but compared with former deficiencies, there is 
considerable improvement. 

The Grammar school in this district is one of our 
| most important schools, and Mr. Woods, who has 
taught it during the year past,has filled a very labo- 
rious station, i a manner creditable to himself and 
his pupils, and satisfactory to the Committee, The 
school contains ninety one scholars. Average at- 
tendance sixty six. ‘The reading at the examina- 
tion was in some respects defective; but the exer- 
cise was rendered interesting by a very beautiful 
specimen of reading the seriptures given by the 
teacher and the pupils in concert. And the Com- 
mittee was further gratified to find enunciation at- 
tended to as one of the regular exercises of the 
school. The examination in the other branches 
was satisfactory, especially in arithmetic, in which 
some of the boys of this school are known to excel.

than was required of them, Something is. also due 
to the new apd improved methods of teaching, as 
it regards spelling, composition, georraphy, pars- 
ing and analysis, which have beem more fully jntro- 
duced into the schools of this town the past year, 
and which are not to be regarded as innevitions 
merely, but as improvements. For such, they deci- 
dedly are. What enlightened teacher would be 
willing to abandon the work of investigation upon 
the black-board and slate, to become again the ser- 
vile follower of the text-book 2—or to change the 
present method pursued in the study of grammar, 
for Lindley Murray’s system 2 

But while the Committee have the pleasure of 
reporting the improvement which has been made in 
the sehools of the larger districts, they are sorry 
to say thatin the two smaller districts, the schools 
have notappeared so well as in former years. They 
are behind the other schools in this town, both 
as to government and progress. Something should 
be done to-elevate them toa higher rank, and ren- 
der them more useful to the districts in which 
they are located. And the Committee would sug- 
gest, that competent female teachers be employed 


lin both these schools, at least for the greater part 


ofthe year. And they fully believe that the inter- 
ests of the schools will, with such teachers, be 
much better promoted, than by low salaried masters.
